Cowell won from Creat Britain by ten 
lengths this year, while Los Angeles only triumphed in a rim-off following a dead heat with W’hite in the 
race itself. Weaver’s only other winner w’as Marshon, which paid its way while in his service by winning 
oJio race and being placerl in four more..

TIMELY GOSSIP FROM JUAREZ. 



El Paso. Tex.. Dee<*mlier 2(t. — Racing at .Iiiarez 
this season has alreatiy been attended (ly soim* spiK- 
tacnlar features. Four times, up to date, the mile 
has lK*en run in lM*tter than 1 :.*{S and twice has 
the track record for five and a half furlongs lieeii 
lowered. In one of the latter performances Pan 
Zareta ran the distance in 1:04% under th<* remark- 
aide imiMist, for a three-year ohl tilly. of 124 iMiunds. 
’I’his time equals Bringliursl’s American mark made 
at (’liurehill Downs, l><»nisville. last fall, when that 
smart two-.vear-old gelding l>eat Ix'oehares, Black 
Tone.v ami Hawthorn, with 92 pounds up. As the 
winter advances and the cream of the 800 horses 
now quartereil at tlie .Timrez eoiir.se liegin to race, 
it will not (»e surprising sivnihl man.v of the Aineri- 
ean rc(*onls be rediieeil. 

'I’lie track was in iM*rr<*«*t condition np to Mon- 
day last wlien tin* first rain of the season fell. 
When thert* is no wind during the running of a race, 
horses |H*rliups run faster in*re than at any other 
spot on i>arth. Tlie high altitude seems to help 
them in develofiing dazzling (lights of 8iH*ed. 

Pan Zareta has surely been a racing queen at 
.Tuarez. Up to date, she has won 13 times in the 
three seasons she has raced here, out of 18 starts. 
In four of the races in which she wa.s lieaten she 
ran second. All told she has won so far 28 fact's, 
inelndlng 13 as a t wo-year-<dd, and 15 as three-year- 
old. She Is surely a worthy representative of her 
sire. .U»e Frank, a ilistingnislietl descendant of 
Hanover, 

Unfortunately, the Newman stable has no yearl- 
ing this s«*ason out of ('addle Grlttitli, the dam 
of Pan Zareta and of (’alisse, winner of the Debut- 
ante and (Mipsetta Stakt*s in Kentucky in ISHl. as 
this now famous daughter of Raucocas was barren 
in the season of 1912. 'rurfmeii will kc*enl.v watch 
for the first colt that she foals, as any mare cap- 
able in sneeessive seasons of protlueing two such 
stake winning fillies as Calisse and Pan Zareta 
ma.v reasonabl.v l»e ex(>ected some day to drop a 
colt of sterling merit. 

As his track manners have greatly* improved, 
trainer E. L. Fitzgerald has decided not to geld 
his yearling black colt, which has been tiauietl Dr. 
('ami. mit of i*ompliment to the iiadduck judge at 
Douglas Park. Clnirelilll Downs and Latonia. Fitz- 
gerald Thinks liighly of this youngster and exi»eets 
him to win earl.v in 1914 as a two-year-old. He is a 
(*olt of iinn.snal size and being a' sou of Cesarion 
ma.v l>e »*.xi)e»*ted to <*oine to tiaud early. This 
yonugster has u likely stable compuuiou of the same 
age b.v St. Savin, w’hich iiossesses much quality and 
Is ekise iu kin to L(.*onidas. which ran second to 
Hamlmrg Belle in the Futurity of 1903. These 
youngsters have done so well for this horsemen sitrje 
tiicir arrival at Juarez that he may next season 
go in more extensively for yearlings than ever be- 
fore. 

When Vested Rights recently ran seven furlongs 
ill 1:24 at Juarez and lowered the track reconl for 
that distance, he was still two seconds behind Rose- 
ben’s Ameri<*aii record, made at Belmont Park in 
P.tOB. Nevertheless, he scored a s«*nsationaI win. 
His race is two-fifths of a socsind taster than Jack 
Atkin’s Canadian recNud and has been eclipsed on 
onl.v three three* occasions in this country. At 
Santa Anita Park iu 1908 Prince Ahme<l ran the dis- 
tance in 1:23%. and in 11 m> 7 at Beltuont Park the nn- 
lioateii (’oliii ran tlie distance iu l:2.’{, but his p<*r 
formanc*e was scored in tlie Uhanipagne Stakes, mu 
over the straight i*«»nrs«*. 

Like I»aii Za!»*ta. V<rstc*d Rigiils is a pr<»dnet i»f 
the Newman ramh in 'lexas ami is a son of the Han- 
over sire. .\(»e I'rauk. out of Oni; Bessie, by Lord 
Dalnieii.v. He won five races us :i two-year-old last 
•'Casoii and he has won six races so far this year. 
His last perl or 111 an CCS indicate that ho ma 3 * staj* ns 
well as si»rlnt. 'I’he Newman slable has a j’earling 
half br<»ther to Vested Rights, the .voiingster lM*lng 
ba.v in c-olor and b^* the richly l»red sin*. St. Savin. 
Mr. Newman sent Our Bessie to Kentucky to Ix' 
mated with St. Savin in the spring of 1912 and this 
handsome youngster is the result of the mating.
